’-’demand” a political contribution 
from a state employe but that a 
voluntary contribution for politi­ 
cal purposes can be accepted. 


"The problem," Kalodner saki, 
"is to determine just what cotv 
stitutes a demand and just what 
is voluntary." 


Welsh allegedly told the Turn­ 
pike and State Highway Depart­ 
ment employes that they were to 
contribute on a sliding scale with 
exact percentages of contributions 
for different pay scales.

Peculiarly enough, Welsh, ac 
cording to one state highway de­ 
partment, set the maximum a bit 
higher there, at five per cent for 
those earning over $5,000.

The same dinner last y e a 
raised $25,000 for the Rucks Coun 
ty Democratic Committee. 
Welsh said that at the meetings, 
two of 12 which he has held re­ 
cently with Democratic workers 
and committee people, he was do­ 
ing no more than any commit­ 
tee chairman, 
trying to raise 
funds. 
During that election he and 
Mulligan were battling it out for 
the party chairmanship, each try­ 
ing to have his own committee­ 
men and committee women elect­ 
ed. 
Wins Chairmanship 
Welsh won handily and captured 
the chairmanship from Mulligan 
at a meeting of the committee 
people in May.

Welsh holds a "patronage" job 
himself, chairman of the State’s 
Workmen's Compensation Board 
at a salary of $11,500 a year 
Mulligan works under him as a 
comi>ensation referee.

and

Cordisco voted against the Demo­ 
cratic party line. 
In hts statement. Whyno said 
that he was not in accord with

Both men accused Why­ 
no of being a '‘yes man” who 
would do as the mayor told him, 
and would not act independently.

Whyno said.
